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Disclosure to Promote the Right To Information 

Whereas the Parliament of India has set out to provide a practical regime of right to 
information for citizens to secure access to information under the control of public authorities, 
in order to promote transparency and accountability in the working of every public authority, 
and whereas the attached publication of the Bureau of Indian Standards is of particular interest 
to the public, particularly disadvantaged communities and those engaged in the pursuit of 
education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards 
Inuitution on 31 August 1982, after the draft finalized by the Paper and 
Its Products ( Excluding Packaging Materials ) Sectional Committee had 
been approved by the Chemical Division Council. 

0.2 The phrase 'articles of stationery that include detachable sheets' 
applies to pads, notebooks, duplicate pads, printed or otherwise^ etc, from 
which sheets may be detached. The sheets may be either stuck to a spine 
to form a pad or detachable from a stub by means of perforations. 

0.2.1 This standard is based on ISO 618-1974 Taper — Articles of 
{Stationery that include detachable sheets — Overall trimmed sizes', issued 
by the International Organization for Standardization. 

0.3 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, 
expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accord- 
ance with IS : 2-1960*. The number of significant places retained in the 
rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this 
standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 This standard prescribes the overall trimmed size of articles of 
stationery that include detachable sheets. 



♦Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised ). 
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1,2 This standard docs not apply to cases in which the stub includes 
printed inibnnation ( except possibly the page number ) or where it is 
intended for the entry of written information. 

2. SIZES 

2.1 General Rule — The overall trimmed sizes of articles of stationery 
that include detachable sheets shall be one of the sizes of ISO-A Series 
given in IS : 1064-1L80*. 

2.2 Sheets Stuck to a Spine to Form a Pad — The overall (rimmed 
size of the pads and sheets shall be one of the ISO-A Series. 

2.3 Sheets ( in Books, Pads, etc ) Detachable from a Stub by 
Means of Perforations 

2.3.1 Perforations, Continuous Mono One Side of the Articles — The overall 
trimmed sizes of the combined stub and detachable sheet shall l)e one of 
the iSO-A Series ( see Fig. 1 and 2 ), The maximum width of the stub 
shall be 12 mm.

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NoTK 2 — If iho detaclied sheet is required to i:io of one of the ISO-A series sizes, 
f)erause of office techniques the overall trimmed size of fhe combined stub and 
detachable sheet may be greater in one direction l>y tli'' vvicUh (if llie slid), dhis 
special retjuirement shall be clearly indicated in Xhv order. 

2.3.2 Perforations, Along One Side at Ends but Discontinuous — In this case 
the discontinuous perforation leaves, the centre portion as a part of the 
detachable sheet for use as filing margin ( see Fig. 3 ). 

The overall trimmed size of the combined stub and detachable sheet 
shall be one of the ISO-A Series. Fhe maximum width of each part of 
the stub shall be 12 mm. 

Note — The overall size of the detnched sheet, including the filing margin, shall 
be one of the overall trimmed si/es of the iSO-A Series.
